1.  The  social  conditions  of  the  district  are  those  of, .a  purely 
rural  area,  the  inhabitants  of  which  are  engaged  chiefly  in 
agriculture.  No  extensive  changes  have. taken  place  during  the 
last  two  years,  and  no  nev;  industries  have  been  established. 

2 . ■Vital  Statistics. 

For  the  purpose  of  calculating  both  birth-and  death  rates  the 
Registrar  General’ s ' estimate  of  the  resident  population  for  Mid. 
1940  has  been,  adopted.  - This  is  10,880. 

For  the  whole,  of  the  district  there  w^ere  I68  births  registered 
(75  males,  93  females)  as ‘compared  with  139  1940  and  133  in 

1939>  -the'  Birth  Rate  being  ■I5.  43  as‘  compared  with  13<>15  in  1940 
and  12'. 58  in  1939-  ; ‘ ‘ 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  whole  district  were  I5I 
(76  males,  75  females)  as  compared  with  212  in  1940  and  146  in 
1939^  the  Death  Rate  be.ing  13*87  as  compared  with  20.05  in 

19^0  and  13.8I  in  I939.

There  are  five  midwives  practising  in  the  District,  but, none 
of  these  'are  employed  or  suosidised  by  the  Local -Authority. 


There  are  four  Clinics  for  Child  Welfare  in  the  District;  but 
no  treatment  centres. 

Hospitals . 

For  Tuoerculosis  cases  the  North  Riding  Sane torinmi  at  Fairfield, 
York  and  Aysge^rth  (outside  the' District)  are  availe  ble. 

No  Hospitals  are  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority 
for  Maternity  or  Child  Welfare, 

The  County  Council  have  made  arrarxgements  to  give  assistance  to' 
medical  practitioners  in  the  area  niien  called  upon  to  treat  cases 
of  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 


Hospital  accommodation  and  Specialists  are  provided" for  these 
cases  when  required. 

Arrajigements  have  been  made  with  the  Mine lesborough  Borough 
Council  for  the  reception  of  Small  Pox  cases.  .....  . . 

For  Fever  cases  arrangements  have  been  made  for  such  as  are  necessar/ 
to  be  removed  to  the  York  Fever  Hospital  (outside  the  District) . 

These  cases  are  removed  in'  the  Hospital  Ambulance. 

An  Ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  who  remove  all 
accidents. 


There  is  no  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  or 
illegitimate  infants  or  homeless  children  in  the  District..

Bacteriological  specimens  are  sent  by  the  Medical  Practitioners 
to  the  Clinical  Research  Association^  London  and  the  cost  of  the 
Examination  is  borne  by  the  Council. 

Enteric,  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  F'ever  antitoxins  are  supplied 
free  to  the  medical  practitioners. 

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  Toxoid  is  supplied  free  for  imiaunisation. 

8-  Sanitary  Circuiiistances  of  the  Area.

All  animals  for  sale  for  human 
consumption  are  slaughtered  in  the  Government  Control le<i 
Slaughterhouse  where  all  meat  is  inspected.  ■ ' 

All  shopS;,  stores^  ’and  vehicles,  are  systematically  examined 
under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulation  1924.
